SUPERINTENDENT’S REPORT 
To. the School Board and Citizens of Clarksville: 


The total number of pupils registered at Young 
school for the year to date is twnty-nine. Total 
number at Pittsburg: elementary six, junior high 
school three, senior high school two; Colebrook 
Academy, three. 

The special feature of the school this year has 
been the large number of puils for one rural school 
of all grade, one to eight. 
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With an ambitious teacher the plan did not 
seem too difficult to manage, rather than to open 
ancther school until it was absolutely necessary. 

Up to the period of winter colds the attendance 
was excellent, and with all distractions the attend- 
ance to Jan. 27 from Sept. 6 was 91 per cent. 

Those having neither absent nor tardy marks 
to Jan. 27, 1933 are: Holman W. Cross, Frank J. 
Richards, Rolland R. Richards, Pauline E. Young, 
Thelma E. Richards, Thelma M. Ricker, Earl B. 
Richards. 

Standard tests given in the school present evid- 
ence of marked improvement and we feel that the 
pupils are very much interested in their own 
achievements and success. Those having high stand- 
ings in their tests are:

Young; Grade 4—Beulah E. Young; Grade 5—Thel- 
ma E. Richards; Grade 6—Alice H. Richards, Al- 
berta E. Hicks; Grade 7—Frank J. Richards; Grade 
8—Gerard P. Richards, Thelma M. Ricker. 

Hot lunches have been continued as usual. It 
has been a little crowded for such lunches but 
pupils and teacher have cooperated finely to make 
it possible. 

The School Board are somewhat concerned over 
the opening of another school next year in case the 
number of pupils remains as large as at present. 

The organ purchased last year has proven 
valuable. Care has been exercised in whatever 
books are placed in the classes, and it has been our 
constant aim to furnish the material to make the 
work of the upper grades as advanced as possible 
so that pupils may be able to do high school work 
going directly from the Young school. 

We thank the people for helping the school at 
the box party for hot lunches and for attending the 
school’s exercises at various times, which is very en- 
couraging to both pupils and teacher, 
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We also thank the School Board for their at- 
tentive interest and support which has been a great 
help to all of us in our work.
